Deſcription of the City of A Þ TÞT þ and Situation of the Caſtle, 


with an exa&t Journal of the Siege, begun the 17th of May New Stile, till the Capitulation on the 5th of Fune, and Surrender on the 2th 


ETH is a City in Hanault, ſeated on the Ri- 
ver Denzre, 14 Miles North from Mons, as _ 
South from Axdenard, and about 20 South We 
ſrom Bruſſels. It is a place of good Trads for 

Linnen, and by reaſon of the Situation near the borders 

of theſe three Provinces of Hanautt, Flanders, Brabant, it 

hath been at ſeveral rimes well Fortified, eſpecially by the 
irench, after chey had taken it in the Year 1667, for it be- 
ing granted to them by the Treaty of Aix la Chappelle, 

Mounticur Fau5an was fet to Work, and by great colt ir 

was made a moſt regular Fortification z which made this 

moſt advanc'd Frontier a place of great Strength. The 

French was obliged to reſtore at the Peace of Nimeguen ; 

and belonged to the King of Spain until this preſent Year. 


May 1th, Arth was Inveſted on all ſides to the 27:6 of 


the fame Monch in this manner. : 

TheTrcops which compoſed the Army of theMareſchal de Catinaz 
-r2 zbove 2c0co Pioneers, being arriv'd before Aerh the 172 of 
May and the Poſts abour ut having been poſcſſed, they began ro Work 
on the Lines of Circumvallation. The ſamc Day the Army ot 
the Mareſchal Duke de Vi//erey made a motion. and ftrercht ir ſelf as 
far as Ligne. The Counteſs de Roeux Wife of the Governour of 
Aeth and greateſt par: of the Women and Maids having obtain d 
permiſſion of the ſaid Mare!chal { whole Army made the Siege) 
went out of the ſaid City. The 187 they began ro work on the 
Lines and to make Bridgcs over the Dendre. The Mareſchals de 
V:.'erey and Catinat with Mounfieur Vauban and other general 
Officers went to view the Ground towards the Abby of Cambron, 
and i: was Reſolycd to pur into the ſaid Abby 6 Barrallions and a 
Regiment of Dragoons with order to entrench themſelves, and to 
clap crhcr Troops in Les in order to ſhut up the paſſage from the 
Enemy. The 19th they continued tobring all things neceffary tor 
hc Sicge of the Place, and rhe Enemics continued to make a very 
ercat fire withCannon almoſt without any effect. The 20th the 
Mar hal Duke de Villeroy Icft Ligne with his Army, and went and 
encanry zr Oficke where the General Quarters were ; the Right- 
wing at Papizny and the I.ett at Hamede» The Mareſchal 
Duke 4 Boufllers having had Advice that the Prince de Vaudemone 

ad moved the firſt Line of the Army he Commanded as far as Leu- 

b::: upon the Senne a little on this lide Hall, made alſo his Army 
26vance 25 far as Nearvi!!?e beyond Sergnies. In the Morning 
the Mareichals ds Villeroy and eo Catinat made a review of their 
Armies, and aftcr ſent them our ro Forage. : 

The incsof Circumwvallarion being finiſhed, they ſent the Pioneers 
hore 222in to their Houſes; the ſame Day abour 8 of the Clock 
at Nigh» they opencd the Trenches by rwo feveral ways on the fide 
of B-:ſſe!s Gate; rhe Count de Teſſe Licurenant General mounted on 
the Right with Mocunſicur d? Sa/zs Brigadier and the Sicur de Puy 
V-:uban cat Ingincer and rwo Barrallions of rhe Regiment of Pe- 
ve:on and of /a Mn che, they made abour 1500 Fathom of Trench, 
id joined in the Murning the rwo Artacks by a Parallel of 200 
Paces from rhe place; all there works having been made and 
bruught to an critire degree of Perfeftiun withour the loſs of one 
Man. The 21d the Mareſchal de Villeroy made a movement of 
Þis Army, and advanced the Left-wing rowards the River Den- 
dre over which he caft ſeveral Bridges. Thar Evening he ſenr 
a great Detachment to learn News of the Enemy ; The ſame Day 
a Convoy of 16 pieces of Cannon and 400 Waggons laden with Am- 
munition and with the Baggage of rhe Officers was arrackr ar the 
Valley uf Maude two Leagues from Tournay, from whence it was 
ſent by a part of the Troops of Bavaria conſiſting of 200 choſen 
Mcn Horie and Foot ; but a party of rhe Convoy being advanced 
# the noiſe,charged them with ſo much Vigour that rhe Commander 
Ct the Party was killed wirk cighrtcen of his Men and the reſt pur 
'O flight without any other lots on our fide than of three Soldiers 
Killed, and a Lieurenant of the Swi/5 Wounded, and ſo the Convoy 
arrived {ate in the Camp. 

Oa the 22th "The French open'd their Trenches before Aeth, and 
were advanced to the Glacis of rhe Counterſcarp;; the ſame Day 
their Cannon began ro play upon the Town: The Bekeged made 
a Sally with good fuccels, killing ſeveral of the Enemy, and De- 
molitling ſor: of their Works, afrer which our Men retired in 
£00 Order.

Mounted the Trenches with the Marqueſs de Vi/ray Brigadicr and. 2 
Barrallions of Anjou's and one of Tournay's. The Count de Garcey 
Mareſchal de Camp mounted on the Left with 2 Barralions of Humzers 
and thar of Vexin, they puſhed on the 2 Trenches within 2060 Fathom 
of the Place, where they were joined the 23th by a Parallel. 

The ſame Day the Marqueſs de Conſlans, wha had Orders to throw 
himſelf into Aeth ro command there, was taken Priſoner by the 1 roups 
of the Mareſchal de Villerey, and he was conducted rhe 244.0 Mons. 
In the Evening they had Advice thar the Elector of Bavaria oblerving 
that the Poſt he had raken at Deynſe was of no uſe to him had abandoned 
it, and made his Army. repaſs through Ghene on its way to joyn thar 
of the King of England, taking his way behind the great Shes. 

Major I Fagel who camped near Newpore came with 12 Bat- 
tallions to poſſeſs the Poſt at Deynſe, upon this News the Marquels de 
Crequi received Orders to ſer ferward with his Detachment from thoſe 
that were upon the Laye, to approach the Army of the Mareichal de 
Villeroy at his Camp of Oſticke. The Marquels de Montreville came 
in his room from Courrray, with 20 Barrallions. The Marelchal de 
Boufflers made at the ſametime his lefr Wing ro advance near to Cambron, 
ſo that the Three Armies were in a readine!s to joyn in a few Hours time 
when there ſhould be occaſion for it. The 24h. in the Evening the Trench 
was mounted on the Right by the Marque!s de Lorray Lieutenant Ge- 
neral, and Mounſieur Lee Brigadier, with a Battallion of Artois, of one 
Catinar, and one of Berry ; and on the Left by the Marqueſs de Clerers- 
beaut Mareichal de Camp, with 2 Barrallions of Verm.andozs, and of one 
Beauquis. Thar Night and the nextDay they carried onthe Trench ro 
the bottom of the Glacis of the Counterſcarp, The 25th. ar Night the

AL.ty 26, The Encmics ſent out fomeMulſquetiers, whick poſted themſelves 
in the Hedges rv incommode the Work-men, bur rhey were ſoon driven 
away by a Detachment ot 200 Men. 


The Chevalicr de [a Tefſe received a Contufion and a Wound on the 
Side ; they lott fince the Inveſture of the Place bur 14 or 15 Soldiers, 
amongſt which there were only Two Officers. Ar Night the 
Cheyalicr ds Goſicn Lieutenant General, and the Marqueſs de Biron 
Brigadicr, mounted the Trench on the Right, with 2 Banallions of the 
Regiment of Maleriier, and another ; and the Marqueſs de Haureconre 
Mareichal de Cawmy, with 3 Bartallions of Sarebec;: Thar Night they 
finiſkcd the 5 Barreries, and the 277. art Fuur of the Clock in the Morn- 
ing they began ro Fire from the Batreries upon rhe right Face of the 
Baſtion of Limb.arg/,and againſt the half Moon of Brabencon, and the reſt 
againſt the half Moon of Cambron, and the lett Face of the ſame Baſtion 
of Limbarzb. 

On the 28: Brigadier Lumly being ſent our with a Detachment, mer 
with a French Party of 200 Carabinecrs and 156 Hufſars, Commanded 
by the Calonel of the Hufars, with whom having engaged, the Co- 
lonel with a Captain ard 25 Men were brought in Pritoners, bees 
ſeveral! killed.

on his Thigh by a Muſquet Short. On the iſt of 7iv.e the Gariſon of 
Aeth made a very good Defence, having opcned their S!11rices wWhic's 
drowned ſeveral of rhe Enemy, and ſcyeral Officers in carry no oithe:r 
Trenches, though they endeavoured by their Bombs and Carnons ro 
deſtroy its effects: There were ſeveral Bombs throw'd into Tow: 
which fer ſeveral Houſes on Fire ; bur were preſently Exltinguiſked. 
_On the 2 of Fune his Majeſty was Encamped ar Ge2:p,and the Elctor 
ot Bac1742 ar Deynſs, Villeroy and Bouffiers were ar their Camps at Leſſinc; 
and $1//y, not far trom Aeth: The 3d a perſon who gor out of 4et; re- 
portcd the French took a Half-moon after rwo Repulics and loſs of Me! 
and that there Bombs ar laſt had ruincd the Sluices, which had much in. 
convenienced the Befieged, purring ſeveral of the Streets in the Town 
under Water; bur ar the ſame time broke the Enemies Bridges of Com- 
munication. Monſieur Negrini Lieutenant-General and ſecond Ingeneer 
of France was Killed.

Theſe Articles were executed ; the 7th the Gariſon 
the Number of 2500 Men, wirh ny uncbinatgs rho wher 
next to him the Prince of Anhaulr ar the Head of them, and other Prin- 
cipal Officers, who ſaluted Mareſchal Catinar, and the Duke d The- 
louxe as they paſſed along.
